People are urged to vote—and 
then if they didn’t vote, they are 
officially notified of that fact. 

Letters were received by peo- 
ple in the Upland district this 
week containing the “official no- 
tice of cancellation of your reg- 
istration as a voter.” The let- 
ters are sent out by the county 
clerk’s office. 

Cancellation as a voter means 
that if a person did not vote at 
either of the general elections in 
1934, he will have to register 
again before being able to vote. 
Those who voted at either the 
primary in August or the final 
election in November continue 
to be on the registration rolls. 

This system is the result of 
the adoption of the perraanent 
registration plan by the state in 
recent years. Once a person is 
registered and votes at one of 
the general elections he is al- 
ways registered. If he is regis- 
tered and fails to vote, his name 
is removed from the voters rolls.

As Angiers Prepare for New Season May 1 





Fishermen in the Upland dis- 
trict will’have a very good pros- 
pect of getting limits of big fish 
when the 1935 angling season 
opens May 1. 

In preparation for the opening 
of the rod and reel season in 
less than a month, state em- 
ployes will “plant” thousands of 
trout from five to 10 inches in 
length in streams of the dis- 
trict.

LECTURES THURSDAY 


Dr. Graham Laing Will Speak 
At Chaffey on ‘‘Menace 
Of Closed Mind’’ 








Dr. Graham Laing, professor of 
economics at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology, will lecture on 
the ‘Menace of Delay” at 8 o’clock 
Thursday evening, in the Chaffey 
junior college auditorium. At the 
close of the lecture an open forum 
will be held. 

This is the eighth lecture on the 
current series of ‘Contemporary 
Problems” being given this spring. 
The last lecture following Dr. 
Laing’s will be “The Menace of the 
Closed Mind,” as presented by Dr. 
Warmer, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of Santa 
Ana. 

For the past 13 years Dr. Laing 
has taught economics at the Pasa- 
dena institute and for the previous 
two years he served in the same 
capacity at the University of Ari- 
Prior to 1917, he held the 
chair of economics and history at 
the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. He was assistant statisti- 
cian on the United States shipping 
board during 1917 and 1918. 

While attending the University 
of Liverpool, Dr. Laing was award- 
ed the Gladstone prize in history 
and the Rathbone prize in eco- 
nomics. Following his graduation, 
he lectured for the workers’ edu- 
cation movement for four years, 
on the subjects of economics and 
history, and served as secretary in 
the department of education for 
two years in British Columbia. 
Dr. Laing also directed technical 
education in Vancouver, British 
Columbia, for the first three years 
of the war.
